WASHINGTON. Sept. 2 6-T he 
United States, B r i t a i n and 
France 
declared 
them selves 
ready today to consider the re­ 
moval of the defense limitations 
imposed in the Italian 
p e a c e 
treaty. 
The declaratio n was ag reed 
to during the recent talks o f 
the fo reig n m inisters o f the 
three Western po wers and is­ 
sued to co incide with the v isit 
o f Italian Prem ier Alcidc de 
Gasperi to Washing to n. 
The 
declaration 
was 
m ade 
public simultaneously in Wash­ 
ington, London and Paris. 
It said that each of the three 
powers, “ t h e r e f o r e declares 
hereby its readiness to give fa­ 
vorable consideration to a 
re­ 
quest from the Italian govern­ 
m ent to remove so far as con­ 
cerns 
its 
individual 
relations 
with Italy, and without prejudice 
to the rights of 
third 
parties, 
those perm anent restrictions and 
discrim inations now in existence 
which are wholly overtak en by 
events or have 110 justification in 
present circum stances or affect 
Italy’s 
capacity 
for 
self-de­ 
fense.’ 


THE DECLARATION conclud- 


0 ed by pledging each of the three 
Western nations to support It­ 
aly * entrance iti 
Cuiteu ora­ 
tions and called for “ wide ap­ 
proval” of the step by 
o t he r 
treaty signatories. 
The document com m ended It­ 
aly’s cooperation in the greater 
part of the w ar, its reestablish­ 
ment of Dem ocratic institutions 
and its cooperation with 
other 
peaceful and Dem ocratic govern- 
ments.

EVEN WHEN WE he a r 
ou r 
children complain or m a k e pa ss­ 
ing r e m a r k s which su ggest to u s 
som e bad way s of the teacher, 
we had better reserv e ou r ju d g ­ 
m e nt and not criticize the te a c h­ 
e r in the child’s 
presence. 
In 
c ase we consider the m a tt e r of 
su fficient grav ity , we might

to see the te a c he r after waiting 
for som e hou rs or day s to regain 
ou r composifie. And if we do go 
to see the teacher, we shou ld go 
as persons of poise and self-con­ 
trol. 
Thou gh we shou ld u su ally lis­ 
ten silently while the child c om ­ 
plains of the teacher, we might 
help this child see that he wou ld 
do well to try ha r d e r to find ou t 
w ha t the te a c he r ex pects of him 
and to m a na g e himself accord- 
ingly . E v en when an older child 
su pposes a te acher picks on him 
or has been u nlair or u nju st with 
him , he m ight be led to see that 
as he grows still older, he m a y 
hav e to work with and for pe r­ 
sons who v ex him and that 
he 
c a n ’t afford to w ear his feelings 
on his sleev e and take himself 
too seriou sly . 
To day , as nev er befo re, we 
parents sho uld make it clear 
♦ to o ur children that we ex pect 


them to co nfo rm 
reaso nably 
well at scho o l, o bey the teach­ 
er and co o perate with her. 
As soon as ou r child is assign­ 
ed homework, we shall see that 
h- goes at it regu larly .

The Cirelev ille M arine Corp s 
m ajor, son of Mr. and Mrs. Hil­ 
deburn M artin of 404 Abernethv 
av enue, was wounded in action 
Sep t. 12 after his unit had ac­ 
comp lished a mission. 
. 
Ma rtin suffered a shra pnel 
wo und in his ba ck a nd a no ther 
in his left fo o t. He is reco v er­ 
ing in a reg imenta l ho spita l in 
Ko rea . 
But in a recent letter to his 
p arents, the m ajor gav e p raise 
to the sure-footed and h a r d y 
Korean aides who carried 
his 
stretcher eight hours without a 
stop ov er p recip ices and narrow 
mountain trails. 
M ajor M artin’s letter, describ­ 
ing the action leading up to and 
following his mishap , is as fol­ 
lows . 


“ IT HAPPENED that one 
of 
ou~ com p anies got shook up p ret­ 
ty bad and the ‘Old M an’ wanted 
me to tak e ov er tem p orarily and 
settle them down. It was tem p or­ 
ary , all right, for I was com ­ 
m anding officer of ‘I ’ Co. for one 
week . That is the shortest one 
they ev er had. 
“ Any way , the battalion w a s 
try ing to tak e this hill and ‘H ’ 
Co. had tried it from the right 
side of a ridge leading up to it 
and couldn't m ak e it because of 
heav y machinegun cross-fire. 
“ I tried it o n the left a nd hit 
the sa m e thing . We sta y ed a ll 
night 
o n 
tha t 
ridg e, 
which 
wasn’t mo re tha n 1 0 feet wide

“ THE ‘OLD MAN’ called me 
at about 4:30 and said to send a 
runner back , that he had some 
good news for me., I walk ed ov er 
to the ‘H ’ Co. command p ost to 
see about sending our runne r s ! 
down together, 
‘Just as I got about 10 y ards 
from it ‘B ang’ it hit. They al­ 
w ay s say that y ou nev er hear j 
the one that gets y ou and I ’ll af-j 
firm that statem ent. 
“ You can usually hear t h e m 
coming in but I didn’t hear this 
one until it went off. It p ractic­ 
ally k nock ed me down into the 
com m and p ost and I could feel a 
p iece of shrap nel stick ing in my 
back . 
“ 1 wa s wa iting fo r a co rps- 
ma n to co me up when my left 
fo o t sta rted to swell up a n d 
a che. 1 lo o ked do wn a nd sa w a 
slit in my sho e where a no ther 
piece ha d g o ne in. 
“ The 
corp sm an 
p ulled 
the 
p iece out of m y back but the one 
in m y foot was fairly deep and 
he was afraid of hitting a v ein 
or nerv e. 
“ The p iece that cam e out of 
my back was about three-s i x - 
teenths inches square on the end 
and 
about 
sev en-tenths 
i n c h 
long. I’ll show it to y ou som e­ 
time.

got 
some K o r e a n 
stretcher bearers and I was off 
on my long trek back ov er the 
mountains. It took eight hours to 
get to the battalion aid station, 
so y ou can see that it was quite 
a trip .

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Local Wounded Uarine Praises Korean Stretcher Aides 


Martin 
Tells Of 
Hill Action 


O fficer R ecovering 
In Medic Station 


Korean stretcher bearers, who 
carry wounded U.S. servicemen 
to safety, have been Riven much 
praise bv Major Hildeburn Mar­ 
tin Jr. of Circleville, now recov­ 
ering from shrapnel wounds in 
Korea. 
The Circleville Marine Corps 
major, son of Mr. and Mrs. Hil­ 
deburn Martin of 404 Abernethy 
avenue, was wounded in action 
Sept. 12 after his unit had ac­ 
complished a mission. 
Martin suffered a shrapnel 
wound in his back and another 
in his left foot. He is recover­ 
ing in a regimental hospital in 
Korea. 
But in a recent letter to his 
parents, the major gave praise 
to the sure-footed and h a r d y 
Korean aides who carried 
his 
stretcher eight hours without a 
stop over precipices and narrow 
mountain trails. 
Major Martin's letter, describ­ 
ing the action leading up to and 
following his mishap, is as fol­ 
lows .

“ IT HAPPENED that one of 
ouw companies got shook up pret­ 
ty bad and the ‘Old Man’ wanted 
me to take over temporarily and 
settle them down. It was tempor­ 
ary, all right, for I was com­ 
manding officer of T Co. for one 
wreek. That is the shortest one 
they ever had. 
“ Anyway, the battalion w a s 
trying to take this hill and ‘H’ 
Co. had tried it from the right 
side of a ridge leading up to it 
and couldn't make it because of 
heavy machinegun cross-fire. 
“I tried it on the left and hit 
the same thing. We stayed all 
night on 
that 
ridge, 
which 
wasn't more than IO feet wide 
along the top. We kept getting 
mortar fire on us all night and 
I was lucky to get through 
that. 
“ Our other company 
mean­ 
while had come up behind them 
and the next morning we all hit 
it together. 
i 
“ As it turned out, all the de­ 
fenses were turned our way and 


when they heard ‘G’ Co. coming 
up behind them they took off. We 
no sooner got on top the hill 
around noon than m ortar f i r e 
started hitting us again. It lasted 
all afternoon.

* 
“ THE ‘OLD MAN* called me 
at about 4:30 and said to send a 
runner back, that he had some 
good news for me. I walked over 
to the ‘H’ Co. command post to 
see about sending our runners 
down together. 
‘Just as I got about IO yards 
from it 
Bang' it hit. They al­ 
ways say that you never hear 
the one that gets you and I’ll af­ 
firm that statement. 
“ You can usually hear t h e m 
coming in but I didn’t hear this 
one until it went off. It practic­ 
ally knocked me down into the 
command post and I could feel a 
piece of shrapnel sticking in my 
back. 
“ I was waiting for a corps­ 
man to come up when my left 
foot started to swell up a n d 
ache. I looked down and saw a 
slit in my shoe where another 
piece had gone in. 
“ The 
corpsman 
pulled 
the 
piece out of my back but the one 
in my foot was fairly deep and 
he was afraid of hitting a vein 
jor nerve. 
“ The piece that came out of 
my back was about three-s i x- 
teenths inches square on the end 
and 
about seven-tenths i n c h 
long. I’ll show it to you some­ 
time. 
“ They 
got 
some 
K o r e a n 
stretcher bearers and I was off 
on my long trek back over the 
mountains. It took eight hours to 
get to the battalion aid station, 
so you can see that it was quite 
a trip.

“ I REALLY admire t h o s e 
stretcher bearers. They are sure 
hardy little 
creatures 
and 
as 
sure-footed as mountain goats. 
Many a time we would be going 
around a cliff on a narrow' ledge 
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and I could look down and see 
the rocks and river ’way below’. 
If one of them had slipped 
it 
would have been the end of Mar­ 
tin. 
“ I am now in the regimental 
aid station and they aren’t going 
to take the shrapnel out (of my 
foot) for the same reasons as I 
stated before. I don’t know what 
will happen now’, so will j u s t 
have to wait and see. 
“I found out what the g o o d 
n.w s was. We were going to be 
relieved toriav. Anyway, I got a 
free ride back w’hile the others 
will have to walk.”
